MOSCOW—Hundreds of Muscovites hurled stones, 
bricks, sticks, chunks of iron, incendiary rags and bot- 
tles at the West German embassy Monday. 


In a two-hour demonstration 
they smashed every window in 
sight and stained the rococo green- 
and-white building with many 
splotches of purple ink. 


It was the worst attack in 
memory against a foreign mission 
in Moscow. It followed recent 
attacks on Soviet buildings in 
West Germany by demonstrators 
protesting against the execution 
of Imre Nagy, former Hungarian 
premier, and his associates in 
the 1956 uprising. 


Despite the elaborate precau- 
tions that the West Germans had 
taken in anticipation of the at- 
tack, their embassy suffered ex- 
tensive damage.

Fireworks 


Blasts Kill 
107 in Brazil 
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SAO SALVADOR, Brazil W— 
|More than 100 persons were re- 
ported killed and 340 injured Mon- 
day in two great chain-reaction 
explosions in fireworks stores. 
The fireworks were being pre- 


pared and vended for the tradi- 
tional June celebrations of saints’ 
days. 

Faced with the twin disasters in 
Bahia State, the government took 


steps to ban all fireworks. 

Reports from Santo Amaro, 15 
miles north, said about 100 were 
killed and 300 injured in a single 
blast there. A broken electric pow- 
er line was blamed for the original 
ignition. 

A similar fireworks blowup in 
Feira de Santana was reported to 
have killed seven and injured 40. 

Santa Amaro officials sent out 
urgent appeals for medical aid, 
dispatches said. Some deaths were 
attributed to lack of immediate 
medical attention. Rains were 
hampering first rescue efforts. 

Last year, a fireworks factory 
exploded in Gremacho, near Rio 
de Janeiro, killing 60 persons and 
injuring more than 100 others. 


NAACP’s Contempt Appeal 


Is Rejected by State Court 


The Georgia Court of Appeals Monday refused to consider an 
appeal of the 1956 convictions of the Atlanta NAACP and its presi- 


dent, John H. Calhoun. 

In an opinion by ‘Chief Judge 
Jule Felton, the court held that 
the organization had not followed 
proper procedures in bringing the 
appeal before the court. 

The NAACP’s failure to obtain 
an unconditional certification of 
its bill of exceptions (‘outline of 
the case) from Fulton Superior 
Court Judge Durwood T. Pye was 
cited by Felton as the fatal error 
in thé appeal. 

There already had been a con- 
siderable delay in the appeal be- 
cause the NAACP refused to ac- 
cept Pye’s version of trial tran- 
script. It unsuccessfully sought 
to have the Court of Appeals or- 


der Pye to approve its version. 
Felton said in Monday’s opinion 
that the NAACP should have sub-

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New NAACP Appeal 
Denied in Little Rock 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.

Judge Harry Lemley citing the ‘“‘public interest” turned 
down a plea Monday by the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People to stay his order 
suspending integration at Little Rock Central High 


School. 
NAACP attorney Wiley Branton 


who entered the brief argument 
for setting aside the suspension 
order immediately answered the 
decision by telling newsmen ‘“‘the 
best thing I can say is — have 
motion, will travel.” 
SEGREGATED CLASSES 

Despite Branton’s reference to 
appeals which will be filed by the 
NAACP, segregated classes ap- 
peared a certainty for Little 
Rock’s embattled high school this 
fall unless the Circuit Court of 
Appeals or the Supreme Court 
grants the NAACP request to set 
aside Judge Lemley’s order sus- 
pending integration. 

The Negro students will not be 
allowed to attend Central High 
School while the case is being 
argued before the higher courts. 

The judge said that in all 
probability “it will take months 
to carry the case through the 


Court of Appeals and the United 
States Supreme Court.” 


SAME ARGUMENTS 


In a lengthy memorandum re- 
iterating many of the same argu- 
ments made in his initial decision 
last Saturday, Judge Lemley said 
he did not believe it was in the 
public interest to allow Negro and 
white students to return together 
to the school. 

Branton said Judge Lemley 
spoke for the NAACP at one 
point, however, when he pointed 
out that they had not been de- 
prived of the right to appeal! 

In his argument Monday Bran- 
ton urged the judge to stay his 
order because of the time it would 
take to appeai the judge’s deci- 
sion. 

In his memorandum Judge 
Lemley stated “that from a prac- 
tizal standpoint to grant this mo- 
tiun and stay the enforcement of 
oui judgment would to a large 
2xtent nullify our order in the 
cause...” 

“The situation at Central High 
School,”” the judge continued, 
‘“‘which we have found to be intol- 
erable from an educational stand- 
point, would continue from the 
beginning of the approaching ses- 
sion to the final ruling of the Su- 
preme Court or the merits of the 
2ase.”” 

The next ste> in the critical in- 
tegration issue will p-obably come 
when NAACP attorneys file a mo- 
tin of supersedeas with eighth 
circuit court of appeals in St.

The Negroes outlined a nine- 
point civil rights program during 
a 45-minute White House con- 
ference with the President, also 
attended by Attorney General 
William P. Rogers. They said the 
President made no promises. 

In addition to a White House 
proclamation, the Negro leaders 
asked for federal intervention in 
an appeal of the Federal Court 
order suspending school integra- 
tion in Little Rock, Ark., a White 
House conference of Southern Ne- 
gro and white leaders, and 
stronger civil rights legislation. 


NO COMMENT

newsmen that neither the Presi- 
dent nor Rogers commented on 
the Little Rock decision.

Dope Peddler’s Home Is His Castle, | 


Supreme Court Rules in Freeing Him 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Su. 
preme Court, citing the adage that, 
every man’s home is his castle, 
Monday freed a man described by: 
a dissenting justice as a whole 
sale narcotics violator. . : 

“Every bebnsholder: the nes 


vasion of the house,” Justice Bren- 
nan wrote for the majority. 

Brennan said officers who had 
no warrant broke into the apart- 
ment here of William Miller. with- 
out telling him they had come to 
arrest him. 


NOTICE OF PURPOSE 


Brennan said Miller could not 
be lawfully arrested in his home 
by officers breaking in without 
first giving him notice of their 
authority and purpose. 

Since Miller did not receive such 
notice before the officers broke 
the door to invade his home, 
Brennan said, the arrest was un- 
lawful and the evidence seized 
($100 in marked bills) must be 
suppressed. 

Justice Clark, joined by Justice 
Burton, took vigorous exception in 
the 7-2 decision. 

Clark said the U. 8S. Court of 
Appeals here found that Miller 
fully understood who the officers 
were akd that they sought to ar- 
rest him. Clark agreed with the 
appellate court that Miller’s ar- 
rest was valid under District of 
Columbia law. 


EXPRESS ANNOUNCEMENT 


“This court now superimposes 
upon the local rule of the District 
an artificial and unrealistic re- 
quirement that, even under the 
circumstances found here, police 
must make ‘an express announce- 
ment’ in unmistakable words they 
are the police and have come to 
make an arrest.” 

Clark said Miller had a previous 
record in dope traffic. And, Clark 
added, Miller “carries on his 
abominable trade by using a juv- 
enile as a dope peddler and co- 
conspirator.”’

Long-time observers of the Washing- 
ton scene now see no alternative to 
Sherman Adams’ resigning. Although the 
White House still officially defends him 
while admitting he was imprudent, pres- 
sures within the GOP itself indicate that 
Adams will pay the price. 

The Republicans have been hurt badly 
in an election year. And there are no 
indications that Democratic investigat- 
ing committes intend to let up now. 
Scandals within an administration which 
went into office on the “great crusade” 
against corruption are expected to get 
a full airing. 

The GOP gave the Democrats no 
mercy in 1952 and can expect like treat- 
ment-—the real prize being the White 
House in 1960. Already Democrats are 
conceded the congressional elections in 
November. 

Mr. Adams has given the voters an 
issue which they can understand. He also 
has exploded to smithereens the public’s 
idea of him as “Mr. Integrity” himself. 
He now has opened a Pandora’s box of 
investigations, the end of which is no- 
where in sight. 

Meanwhile, public disillusionment 
with the Eisenhower crusade means in- 
creasingly tough going for the President 
in Congress. 

The pity of the next two-and-a-half 
vears is that it will be difficult for the 
executive department to function in an 
atmosphere in which public enchantment 
with the administration is receding and 
in the face of an increasingly hostile Con- 
gress.

Belt-Tightening Time Is 


Overdue at State Capitol 


State Auditor B. KE. Thrasher Jr.'s 
recent memo to Gov. Griffin about fi- 
nances shows all too clearly the direction 
in which the state is headed. 


Mr. Thrasher pointed out that with 
only 10 days to go in the 1957-58 fiscal 
year $324,512,657 has been alloted for 
spending. On the other hand, if income 
for the fiscal year is about equal to that 
of last year, as predicted, it will total 
about $315,500,000. 

Mr. Thrasher believes the state sur- 
plus, now about 26 million dollars, will 
be down to a point in January where 
serious consideration will have to be 
given to future finances. This is borne 
out to a large extent by Gov. Griffin's 
address to the Georgia County Officials 
Assn. earlier this month when he dis- 
cussed plans to spend 20 million dollars 
in surplus funds for education, ports de- 
velopment and the purchase of Stone 
Mountain. 

These expenditures, as necessary and 
worthwhile as they may be, will leave the 
state headed toward a financial crisis. 

Georgians will not tolerate another 
round of tax increases. 

The only way for the state to avoid 
fiscal disaster is through elimination of 
waste during the waning months of this 
administration and for its successor to 
follow a rigid policy of economy. 

Disclosures in recent months show 
there is ample room for savings through 
more efficient operations.

Is Moscow Planning 
New Test of Strength? 


Hope that the Soviet Union was mov- 
ing away from butchery and barbarism 
into the more civilized virtues of respect- 
able nations has been killed by the sharp 
reversion to Stalinism in the past few 
days. 

The brutal execution of: four Hunga- 
rian patriots and the intense pressures 
against Tito’s Yugoslavia have ended all 
hopes for a summit conference. Certainly 
the Western nations could not now go 
through with talks in view of Moscow's 
contempt for world public opinion and 
the sudden shift of Khrushchev’s policies 
into the Stalin mold. 

So what’s ahead? 


Shrewd observers say that Khrush- 
chev’s new hard line is the real thing 
and that the Communists intend to test 
United States’ strength in Asia, Europe 
and the Middle East. The Lebanese crisis 
now is believed to have been ordered by 
Moscow and Egypt’s President Nasser has 
been placed in such a position that defeat 
would mean considerable loss of pres- 


’ tige. 


The United States, on the other hand, 
would suffer a terrific defeat if the reb- 
els win. A crisis equal to the Suez fiasco 
may be in the offing. 

_ Worldwide demonstrations against, 
Moscow’s new blood purge have’ intensi- 
fied the tensions. Yugoslav and Polish 
defiance contain the seeds of possible

war and blood baths similar to that in 
Hungary. 

Once again the Soviet bosses have 
shown the futility of trying to deal with 
them. There is no point in reaching 
agreements with leaders who violate their 
pledged word as a casual matter of 
policy.

Probation Does Work, 
Say Fulton Officials 


Success of Fulton County’s proba- 
tion system, as outlined by probation 
officers and a judge on The Constitu- 
tion’s Press Gallery television program 
Sunday, provides an excellent argument 
for strengthening probation efforts 
throughout our whole prison system. 

Ninety per cent of lawbreakers placed 
on probation in the county are rehabili- 
tated successfully, said Fulton Criminal 
Court Judge Charles G. Bruce. And about 
25 per cent of all offenders found guilty 
in his court are given probationary sen- 
tences as good risks. 

S. N, Manning, Fulton County’s chief 
probation officer, and J. Carroll Larmore, 
director of supervisory probation, backed 
Judge Bruce’s views while pointing out 
that the system is far from perfect. Pro- 
bation officers, for instance, have a work 
load of about twice as many cases as is 
best. There is a shortage, too, of investi- 
gative personnel and lack of an adequate 
system to help find jobs for those re- 
leased. 

It costs only a fraction of the amount 
to handle probation cases as it does to 
keep a person in jail. And in view of 
the percentage of rehabtlitation, the in- 
vestment in administration of the pro- 
gram seems well-justified. A productive 
citizen is far more to be desired than a 
jail inmate. 

Expansion of the probation system in 
the state, too, is proving successful. But 
personnel’ is short and not enough atten- 
tion is being given to the root causes of 
crime, many of which are locked away 
in mental recesses requiring psychia- 
trists to unravel. An efficient probation 
system, coupled with psychiatric clinics, 
could go a long way toward reducing the 
overcrowded conditions at Reidsville.

Georgia Should Seek 
Court System Reforms 


The North Carolina Bar Assn. is ac- 
cording enthusiastic support to proposed 
legislation aimed at effecting reforms in 
the state’s system of courts. 

In so doing it is tackling a problem 
common to many states, including Geor- 
gia. 

Principal features of the North Caro- 
lina proposals, as summarized by Jay 
Jenkins in Sunday’s Southeast Empire 
section of The Journal-Constitution, call 
for a unified system of courts adminis- 
tered by the State Supreme Court, sub- 
stitution of district courts for a multi- 
plicity of courts now existing below the 
Superior Court level and paid magis- 
trates to replace the justice-of-the-peace 
setup and its fees. 

Similar reforms are long overdue in 
Georgia. The hodgepodge cf minor courts 
fed by the fee system poses obvious dan- 
gers and has occasioned bitter criticisms, 
many of them justified. Anything akin to 
“sidewalk justice” as practiced in some 
instances in this state comprises a mock- 
ery to the true meaning of justice. 

Court proceedings also should be 
streamlined in order to clear the dockets 
arid prevent them from again becoming 
cluttered with cases that hang fire for 
incredible lengths of time. 

Georgia could well take a leaf from 
the North Carolina book and begin lay- 
ing the groundwork for court reform 
legislation for introduction at the next 
session of the General Assembly.

Not 
unless Americans have become 
sniveling softies. Alaska adjoins 
the western and northwestern ter- 
ritories where Canada is planning 
a great future. Across the Bering 
Strait, in Siberia—in the same 
latitude and climate — Russia 
is settling, developing, building. 
If the United States does not have 
the desire, vision or muscle to use 
and defend Alaska, the Russians 
may some day eye it longingly. 

The United States needs Alaska 


to the 1955 Alaska constitutional 
convention: 

“The development of Alaska, 
the fulfillment of its great destiny, 
cannot be achieved under colonial- 
ism. The whole nation will profit 
by an Alaska that is populous, 
prosperous, strong, self-reliant— 
a great northern and western 
citadel of the American idea. 
Statehood would automatically 
bring us far along that high road.”’

A combination of nature’s abun- 
dance and cautious recession buy- 
ing has brought “distress” prices 
for some Georgia produce, a state 
market official said Monday. 

“I received a report from Fort 
Valley on peaches this morning,” 
Boyce Dyer, director of the mar- 
ket division of the state’s Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, sald. “Prices 
in New York and other eastern 
points have hit a low of $2 per 
bushel. The growers can’t pack 
and ship for that price.” 

Donalsonville, in the water- 
melon belt, reported prices of 
around one to one-and-a-quarter 
cents per pound for watermelons, 
averaging out about $300 per car. 
“Farmers can’t make any money 
at prices like that,” Dyer said. 

Tomatoes have been at rock- 
bottom for more than a week, 
averaging the distress prices of 
$1 to $1.50 per bushel, Dyer said. 
Excessive rains last week in 
south Georgia hurt quality of 
tomatoes. 

“Farmers all appreciate the 
publicity the newspapers gave the 
differential between the farmers’ 
price and the retail price for to- 
matoes. It brought prices down in 
stores and more people started to 
buy. That always helps move the 
crop, and generally helps prices 
for the farmer,” Dyer said. 

The picture was not so gloomy 
for other produce. Dyer said that 
cantaloupes were bringing an av- 
erage of 8 or 9 cents each. Farm- 
ers can make a little at that 
price,”” Dyer said. 


“‘Hamper” good, such as beans, 
peas, okra and other produce sold 
in hampers, have held prices fair- 
ly well, Dyer said. 

Dyer said that produce such as 
peaches and watermelons were in 
the more-or-less luxury class of 
food items on the eastern mar- 
kets. “The recession there has 
made people tend more toward 
buying just staple items and let- 
ting the luxury items go,” he 
said. 

This has been an exceptionally 
good year so far for peaches, 
Dyer reported, saying the crop 
was heavy and of good quality. 
The very abundance would have 
made the prices relatively low, 
but “when the price gets so low 
it is below packing and shipping 
costs, there is certainly no way 
to make a profit,” the market 
expert reported.

Warsaw that Polish party leader 
Wladyslaw Gomulka had washed 
his hands of the execution of 
Nagy and his three compatriots 
and had “‘disassociated”’ the Pol- 
ish party from any connection 
with their trial and liquidation.) 

Yugoslavia ‘‘received the sud- 
den news about the secret trial 
and execution of Nagy with pro- 
found indignation,” it said in a 
formal note to Hungary. There 
was “justified doubt,” it said, 
about the “accuracy” of other 
evidence used against Nagy, since 
the accusations made against 
Yugoslavia were false. 

Marshal Tito’s Yugoslavia, un- 
der heavy fire from Russia, Red 
China and the other Kremlin-con- 
trolled states for its refusal to toe 
the Moscow line, warned that the 
Nagy case ‘“‘was a heavy blow to 
relations between Yugoslavia and 
the Peoples Republic of Hungary”’ 

The protest was handed to Hun- 
garian Deputy Foreign minister 
Istvan Sedes in Budapest by 
Yugoslav Ambassador Jovo Kap- 
icic, the Yugoslav Tanjug News 
Agency said. 

In its announcement of the 
Nagy execution last Tuesday, 
Hungary made ‘‘a number of ser- 
ious accusations against the fed- 
eral peoples republic of Yugoslav- 
ia which are groundless,’’ Yugo- 
slavia said.

Members of the American Press Institute Sports 
‘Seminar managed to squeeze in some unrequired re-

Several of the boys were still anxious to hear why he had pitched 
Petterson in against rank amateur Pete Rademacher in Seattle last 
August. 

Cus readily admitted that a fondness for greenbacks had a great 
deal to do with his final decision. But he contended that the bout 
wasn't staged solely because of money. When a writer from the 
Midwest intimated that Patterson ‘‘carried‘*‘ Rademacher for six 
rounds, the D'Amato blood pressure began to soar.

There was a quick dissenting ballot from the group. The free- 
loeders simply weren't buying Cus’ comments. By that time it was 
apparent that Mr. D'Amato, granted an opportunity, would have 
gladly purchased his dinner.

For depth of feeling, resonance and character, 
I'll put the snores of the guys who hunt and fish 
up against those of any other group of individ- 
uals. There must be something 
about fresh air that cleans out 
a man’s lungs, polishes off his F 
soft palate and overhauls his § 
nasal apparatus, to give his 
sleeping tones both quality and 
quantity. If there is any such 
thing as a snoring champion- 
ship, I'll stake my best rod 
that it’s held by an outdoors- 
man. 

Not that it worries me. One 
of the things that even your > ie 
best friends will tell you is the Charles Elliott 
extent of your ability to make the midnight 
boards rattle in a fishing shack. At least they 
have no compunction about informing me that 
my heavy breathing would run all the bears out 
of any stretch of woods. Except they don’t call 
it “heavy breathing.”’ 

I don’t resent that. I think snoring is a sign 
of lusty health, or vigorous lungs, or relaxation 
at its zenith when a guy loses whatever self- 
consciousness he might have, even in his sleep, 
and lets go with sounds that probably make the 
camp mice peer down from the rafters in 
genuine concern. 

I've never heard myself snore. The closest I 
ever come is when I suddenly snort and wake 
myself up, and look around to see if Old Hairy 
is after me. But they say I do the job of in- 
haling with reasonable gusto. 

It's the other guys with whom I have shared 
the same bunk house, who have given me a 
liberal education in slumber static. I've often 
wondered why some siesta-inclined Einstein 
hasn’t already catalogued snores. But since no 
one has ever gone to that trouble, here are a 
few to which I have listened in the solitudes of 
many camps. Heaven only knows how they 
could be classified.

But I got accustomed to him 
after a while and the boys down in the cook tent 
used to tell us that we made beautiful midnight 
music together. 

I slept in the same cabin with a hunting 
partner in New Mexico. His processes of getting 
air to his lungs while he slept went through four 
different stages. The first was a low rattle of 
the larynx. Number two was a whistle, like 
you'd hear from an inquisitive buck deer. The 
third was the first hoot of a barred owl, and 
the last an angry, vibrating roar that rattled the 
tin cups on the shelves. 

About every fourth or fifth one of those in- 
halations, he’d wake himself up, jump, turn 
completely over in the bunk without touching the 
blanket, land on his face, and wart the routine 
all over again. 

I used to hunt with one fellow just to hear 
him snore. His nightly convolutions through the 
realm of slumber were simply astounding. He 
didn’t merely saw logs. He carried on a whole 


nae eediion. Sols could hear the pe of 
wagon wheels, escaping steam from the saw- 
mill engine, the whine of saws and the felling of 
the trees until they crashed to earth. He drove 
tractors, ran the carriage that carried the logs. 
A tape recording of the sounds made by that 
sleeping guy would have fit any movie scene I 
ever witnessed of converting a forest into lum- 
ber. 

After a few years of hunting with that fellow, 
I've never apologized to anyone for any of the 
raucous bedstead noises I know I must make in 
camp. At least they say I snore, but no one 
will ever convince me until I’ve heard it myself.

Golf Course 


Risk Own, 
Court Says 


A man is taking his life in his 
own hands when he goes on the 
golf course, the Georgia Court 
of Appeals ruled in effect Mon- 
day. 

The court refused to order to 
trial a case in which one At- 
lantan was suing another over in- 
juries allegedly sustained on the 
Ansley Park Golf Course. 

In the case, F. W. Rose, an 


electrical contractor, sought $10,- 
000 damages from Brannon Mor- 
ris. Rose alleged that a hooked 
ball hit by Morris struck him in 
the leg and permanently impaired 
his working abilities. 


CASE THROWN OUT 


Fulton Superior Court threw 
out the case. 


In the opinion Monday, Judge 
B. C. Gardner cited an old ruling 
which said a person choosing to 
sit in the unprotected area of a 
baseball park voluntarily assumes 
the risk of being hit by a stray 
ball. 


“We are not intimating that 
the danger in the golf game might 
be as great as that to a person 
sitting in an unprotected area 
in a baseball park. Neither are 
we indicating it might be less a 
risk. 


ASSUMES RISK 


“We are constrained to say, 
however, that although a golf 
player must give adequate notice 
to those who are in apparent 
danger of getting hit by a ball, 
nevertheless people who are on 
a golf course must assume the 
risk of being injured from a 
deflected or hooked or sliced ball,” 
Gardner wrote. 


The pleadings indicate that Mor- 
ris failed to cry ‘“‘fore,”’ but they 
also indicated he was 125 yards 
away from Rose and that his in- 
tended line of drive was about 
17 degrees off course from Rose, 
the ruling added. 


State Aid 
For, Widow 


Is Sustained 


A workman’s compensation 
award to the widow of a Dalton 
policeman who was fatally shot 
while teaching a rookie police- 
man the art of the “fast draw’’ 
was sustained by the Georgia 
Court of Appeals Monday. 

The court said Mrs. Marie G. 
Phillips was entitled to the award 
for herself and three minor chil- 
dren because her husband, Mau- 
rice W. Phillips Sr., was shot in 
the line of duty. 


Testimony before the Board of 
Workman’s Compensation showed 
that Phillips was under instruc- 
ticns to teach younger officers 
how to shoot. 


‘FAST DRAW’ 


Evidence further showed that 
on the morning of the accident, 
Phillips had been teaching a 
young officer how to “fast draw”’ 
with an unloaded pistol. The 
younger man left the room. Phil- 
lips reloaded the pistol. The 
younger officer returned, drew 
the pistol and fired before Phil- 
lips could warn him. 

In other decisions, the court re- 
versed the larceny convictions of 
Bumon Kelley Brown and Culer 
Brown, who had been found 
guilty of larceny in Heard County 
Superior Court last September. 
There was insufficient evidence 
to support the verdict, the appel- 
late court held.

(maintaining and operating a 
lottery), Fulton County.

William Flanders, driving under 
the influence of intoxicating 
liquor, City Court of Macon. 

Robert E. Stanley, receiving 
stolen goods, Fulton County. 


FACES TRIAL 


Stanley, who presently faces 
trial on a multiple-count lottery 
indictment in Fulton County, was 
convicted of receiving expensive 
furniture and other items stolen 
in burglaries of several Atlanta 
firms. 

His conviction came in a trial 
where the courtroom was packed 
with the items of furniture taken 
in the burglaries. Most of the 
furniture was located by police 
during lottery raids.

Every traveler, of course, finds this out sooner or later. Friends 
may be dear and well nigh indispensable most of the year but 
when you have been a-traveling they suddenly become impossible. 


They either don’t want to hear about your trip at all or they 
have already been where you went and want to tell you about it, 
This last is the most irritating type of all because you have no 
sooner dropped the name of a place than they grab it up in this 
fashion: “Oh, were you at Creaky Gate? Well, tell me did you 
eat at Ship Wreck House? Oh, you DIDN’T GO TO SHIP WRECK 
HOUSE? Honey, you might as well have stayed home! You 
haven’t really seen Creaky Gate until you have had the shark 
stew at Ship Wreck House!” 


Now, as much as I cherish my friends, never let it be said 
that I underestimate their limitations. I knew I would come back 
from the South Carolina coast and find that when I said Murrell’s 
Inlet or Georgetown, my friends would either swiftly and adroitly 
change the subject or tell me about the time they were there. 

Inticipating that, I methodically set about soaking up all the 
regional color, culture and food I could find. 

“What's the specialty of the house?’’ I asked everywhere we 
went. 

Sdmetimes a baffled waitress would say, “You mean something 
besides the hamburgers? Well, we can give you a cheeseburger or 
a lettuce and tomato on rye... .” 

Well, now even my politest friends aren’t going to sit quietly 
by and hear me tell about the time we had hamburgers at a pic- 
turesque old inn called the Chew "N’ Chat in the Carolina low 
ee Clearly a traveler is going to have to do better than that 

to get any hearing at all. 


So, some days I went mighty hungry while we looked for a 
place to eat. One day I made do from an early breakfast until 
dinner time with a loaf of rye bread and a hunk of cheese picked 


up in a hurry at that marvelous, fine, food emporium, Harold’s 
Cabin, in Charleston. But mostly I held out for pilau and jamba- 
laya and shrimp mulls. 


And aside from a tendency to puff when I climb hills and lean 
over to put on my shoes, I'm inclined to think that regiona! cook- 
ing has brightened my outlook, strengthened my character and 
toned up my system immeasurably. 

The Carolina coast goes in heavily for rice, of course, even if 
it is now mostly imported from faraway places like Louisiana, in- 
stead of grown locally. It’s still the mainstay of most menus and 
when you ask for rice you have to specify if you want white rice 
or red rice (cooked with tomatoes and peppers), fried rice or 
boiled rice or one of the rices mixed with ham or shrimp or 
chicken. 


Photographer Tom Aldred, who doesn’t care for rice at all and 
can take seafood or leave it alone, solved all his eating problems 
by taking either the hamburger or its grander brother, the steak, 
at all meals. I don’t know what he’s going to do conversationally. 
Maybe by now he’s given up trying to tell his friends and relatives 
about his travels. 


But I’m counting on Charleston’s sexy seafood—‘‘she-crab 
soup’’—and something called chicken momi to help me shout down 
all my freinds who seek to take over my travelogue by saying, 
“Now when I was in Charleston. ...” It may be that when they 
were in Charleston they had she-crab soup since it’s been a spe- 
cialty of the town for several hundred years, probably since some 
early citizen found crab roe contributed greatly to the flavor of the 
dish. But chicken momi. . . now that’s where I'll shine! So far 
I haven’t found a single friend who’s ever eaten breast of chicken, 
lovingly wrapped around pungent dressing, drenched in a delicate 
cheese sauce and tenderly baked in half a fresh pineapple.

The president of a $34,000,000-a-year shirt making

“IT don’t think we'll have a 
boom in the textile industry, but 
rather a normal, modest type of 
increase,” said Sylvan Geismar, 
65, chief executive of the Man- 
hattan Shirt Co. “I think the 
same thing applies to the general 
business outlook.’’ 

ONCE MESSENGER BOY 


Geismar, who in 1955 became 
president of the firm he joined as 
a messenger boy 51 years ago, 
was in Atlanta to address a joint 
luncheon session of the Men’s 
Apparel Club and the Georgia 
Association of Retail Clothiers 
and Furnishers. 

Wednesday he will participate 
in formal opening ceremonies for 
Manhattan’s new $300,000 Ash- 
burn pajama factory which will 
employ 200-250 persons. 

The plant, the company’s fifth 
in the South, will boost Manhat- 
tan’s Georgia employment to 
some 800 (‘including about 550 
employes at the Americus fac- 
tory). 


Geismar said the textile outlook | 


should improve by “normal proc-

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Its Time To Cut 
High Car Taxes , 


By LESLIE GOULD 


NEW YORK—tThe stock market ran into selling 
after four days of making new highs. 
This is not unexpected considering the extent of the recent ad- 
vance. There would be nothing to be concerned about, if it were 
merely technical. That is, a correction of a temporarily = 


situation. 


The rub comes in that this selling was 
touched off by two developments in Washington. 
One was Congressional action. The other a report 
about a possible change in the inflation policy of 
the Federal Reserve. 


The Senate turned down by a wide margin a 
resolution that would repeal the present unwar- 
warranted high tax on new autos. This vote was 
in support of President Eisenhower's plea to hold 
the line on all taxes. 


The Senate then turned around and voted long overdue relief 
for the hard-pressed transportation industry. Earlier, indications 
were that the Senate would turn down any move to repeal the 10 
per cent tax on air line, railroad and bus travelers and the 3 per 
cent tax on freight. The tax on travel was levied in wartime to dis- 
courage the traveling public, but it has stayed on the books for 
13 years since that war ended. 


Similar war time taxes are leveled on local telephone service, 
also imposed in war time. This 10 per cent tax is discriminatory. 
Phone service is essential, ranking with gas and electricity which 


are not so taxed. 


Elimination of the 10 per cent tax on new car purchases could 
well be the needed spur for this lagging industry. The tax is sup- 


posed to drop to 7 per cent July 1. This is too high. 


The market’s reaction reflects discouragement in Washington's 
failure to grasp the importance of the auto industry in the economy 
and the need to give it a lift.» 


The report on a possible change in Federal Reserve policy had 
more of an influence on the bond market, than in that for stocks. 
This report is that the Federal Reserve again is concerned with the 
long range problem of inflation. Government bonds sold off. 

The Federal Reserve last year by following a mistaken policy 
as to inflation upset the stock market. It jacked up the discount 
rate in August at a time the stock market and business were slid- 
ing.

gree in all persons. John was an 
overreactor and, in this respect, 
the change was entirely normal; 
this is the way he reacts to ex- 
citement. 

| As John grows older, the condi- 
tion may occur more often, espe- 
cially with tension. In the cir- 
cumstances, his blood pressure 
may be up most of the time and 
eventually he will become hyper- 
tensive. Many hyperreactors fol- 
low this course. 

Furthermore, John’s chances of 
developing hypertension are more 
than twice as great as in others 
because both pulse and blood pres- 
sure become elevated easily. 

The standard cold test is an- 
other way to detect the hyper- 
reactor. In this procedure, the 
blood pressure is taken before 
and after the arms are immersed 
in ice water. The reading may 
jump as much as 15 points but in 
those destined to develop hyper- 
tension, it goes beyond this. In 
addition, it does not return to 
normal within three minutes, as 
occurs in the normal reactor. 

Follow-up studies after 15 years 
demonstrated that more cases of 
hypertension developed among 
this group that reacted less 
strongly. 

Being a hyperreactor is not a 
sure sign that the heart or blood 
pressure will cause trouble in the 
future. These individuals should 
take advantage of the knowledge 
- they possess about their makeup 

and learn to control emotions as- 

sociated with tension: aggressive- 
ere anger, and the desire for 


revenge. In addition they should 
maintain normal weight and avoid 
excess animal fat in the diet.

The trick was taken with the 
king in dummy, and a discard of 
the deuce of hearts was taken 
on the ace of spades. Now a club 
was played to the queen in the 
closed hand. 

The news was out, but it was 
too late for declarer to do any- 
thing about it since he had no 
way to enter dummy. 

Note that if West had contin- 
ued with a diamond declarer 
would have ruffed and laid down 
a high trump, finding out about 
the bad distribution in time.

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400-Day Trip to Mars Is Seen

REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala.— 
Interested in a round trip to 
Mars? 

One of the country’s top rocket 
theoreticians, Dr. Ernst Stuhling- 
er, says such a trip can be made 
in two years in a nuclear-pow- 
ered rocket ship. 

What’s more, he says the neces- 
sary techniques to build it are al- 
ready known. 

Dr. Stuhlinger is the director of 
the Research Projects Laboratory, 
Army Ballistic Missile Agency. 
He has spent the last 14 of his 44 
years in rocket development ac- 
tivity in Germany and the United 
States. 

The space ship he described 
vould weigh 600 tons. It could 
transport a 150-ton payload, equip- 
ment, cargo, passengers, or a 
combination of all three. He es- 
timates it would require 100 days 
to attain sufficient velocity, after 
lift-off, to escape earth’s atmos- 
phere and soar into an elliptical 
orbit toward Mars. 

For the next 300 days, the ex- 
plorers would travel through spate 
to reach the planet. It would re- | 
quire 320 days for a return trip. |

The nuclear reactor would be 
fueled by two alkaline metals, 
rubidium and cesium. Heating 
them to 160 degrees would cause 
a flow of vapor across a platinum 
surface and create a stream of 
ionized particles. Part of the re- 
actor’s power would be converted 
to electrical energy. This would 
be used to accelerate and expel 
the particles. Expulsion produces 
thrust, and it is thrust which pro- 
pels the rocket. 

Dr. Stuhlinger believes, how- 
ever, that man will first enter 
s)ace in a chemically fueled rock- 
et ship. This is an obvious first 
choice because the technology is 
well developed. Army rockets 
employing chemical fuels hurled 
the two Explorer earth satellites 
into orbit. 

Dr. Stuhlinger is one of the 
key experts of the missile devel- 
opment team of which Dr. Wern- 
her von Braun is technical direc- 
tor. They have been working for 
the Army since 1945, 

He has been associated with 
Dr. von Braun since 1943. They 
worked together at Peenemuende 
where the V-2 rocket was born 
afte came to the United States

Dr. von Braun designed a 
chemically powered space ship 
which he believes could reach 
Mars in 260 days. The ionic pow- 
ered vehicle suggested by Dr. 
Stuhlinger might be a logical sec- 
ond step. 

Research work in Germany pre- 
pared Dr. Stuhlinger for his ca- 
reer. He became an aeronautical 
engineer and physicist after re- 
ceiving his doctor’s degree at the 
University of Tuebingen in 1936. 
The thesis he prepared at the time 
was titled “Ionization of Cosmic 
Rays.” He worked with Dr. Hans 
Geiger, of Geiger counter fame, 
at the Berlin Institute of Tech- 
nology until the outbreak of war.
